this very, very brief discussion. 
When a French student hes a few 
moments of leisure (which is not 
often) he likes to spend those mo- 
ments at home. At times he reads; 
at other times he talks with some 
member of the family. At the table 
the French student wishes to con- 
verse. I am with a French family; 
I have visited the homes of many 
French families at Grenoble; I 
have never found any member of 
any family to leave the table with- 
in one hour from the time of seat- 
ing. Conversation goes on through- 
out and between the courses. Such 
conversation is not philosophic. The 
sentences are brief, simple, and 
very clear. Clarity of expression 
is almost, in my estimation a 
French characteristic of thought. 
And I am tempted to add that I 
am tempted to add that I am de- 
delightfully surprised to find such 
remarkable devotion to home and 
country. Seldom does one discover 
the citizen of France desirous to 
part with his place of birth. He 
is inevitably born, married and in- 
terred in the villiage or city of his 
forefathers. Interesting circum- 
stance! 

Yesterday on one of frequent 
walking excurisons I saw my first 
violets of the year, veritable heralds 
of spring in the valley of the 
(—???— My companion said to 
me in his musical language, “And 
you, you have many varieties of 
flowers in your state of California, 
have you not?” Of course my 
answer was in the affimative. 
Thereupon I attempted to describe 
the beautiful, golden poppies (les 
coquilicots d’or) that in April dot 
the hills between Menlo and the 
sea. I shall never forget those 
eolden poppies. To me they are to 
California what the gardinias are 
to Honolulu. It was one morning 
in the month of April of last year, 
just outside the gates of Menlo to- 
wards the west, that I recall see- 
ing popies even growing along 
the roadside.
